Connecticut Ginger Cookies—Qne cup- 

ful of sugar, one cupful of molasses, one | 


cupful of shortening, two eggs well: 
Beaten, one scant teaspoonful of ginger, 
one tablespoonful of soda, one table- 
spoontul of vinegar, 
small cupfuls of flour. Stir 
Minto the sugar to prevent lumping. 
‘Cream the shortening and sugar, stir in 
“molasses, then beaten eggs. Dissolve the 
soda in a very little warm water (not 
hot) in the bottom of a good sized cup, 
,add the vinegar to this; let it foam well, 
‘being careful to hold the cup over the 
cake bowl, as it is likely to foam over. 
'' Add this to the dough, stirring well; 
and lastiv add the floir, which should 
be well sifted before measuring. I have 
“said “six cupfuls of flour,” but it is not 
-elways safe to go by this measure, as 
there is quite a difference in flour. Try 
‘ese. My rule would be to use just as 

little as vou can and still be able to roll 
it out, Make the dough very soft, so 
that you can handle only part of it ata 
time. Flour your board or marble, take 
_@ small portion of the dough (never over 
halt) and roll out very carefully, with- 

out trying to lift or turn it, and do not 

try to roll it too thin. Three eighths of 

an inch is a good rule. Cut out the 

cookies and if they are right thev will! 
be too soft to handle with vour hands. |

“these artificial expressions mostly intent on self-perpetuation” Mr. 
Johnson pleads for substitutes founded on abiding distinctions such 
as conservatism or radicalism of political thought. Ife believes that, 
civen adequate planning to make the ideal real, a very genuine social 
democracy could be worked out at Yale, if the factors now aligned 
with an aristocracy of clubdom in which wealth counts tor more 
and more each vear were to decide that a reform should be wrought. 
As it is now, according ta Mr. Johnson, the senior society system 
‘has become the backbone and fiber of the university. Its grad- 
uates have in their hands the entire dir€ction of official Yale, includ- 
ing the president, the dean, the secretary and the treasurer. Its 
influence is paramount in the faculty.” To challenge such a regime 
obviously is not a light matter, and Mr. Johnson, 11 any reforms 
come, may claim large credit for the result.

There is at 

stake, however, a reform in the election methods of the state which 

will be fortunate if it come out of the battle with any gain. The 

Governor has made the primary law the object and occasion of his 
full array against the Tammany powers. 

As, it exists the primary law of New York = s the pertected 
product of machine perversion of an originally good device. It 
inflicts a ballot of bewildering size and complication upon the voter 
and gives him the one chance tor escape from its labvrinth through 
the door of the single mark, by which he can record himself as voting 
ior the full organization slate without giving attention to the candi- 
dates wko have secured ballot space without machine indorsement. 
It preserves the emblem as a guide to the voter without ability to 
read or with a wish to vote only as his political masters may wish. 
It takes the nanse of direct primary voting and accomplishes only 
direct boss eoutrol. At leas#it is designed to accomplish the defeat 
and not the triumph of independent and honest judgment within the 
party and it can come to no other end except through a difficult 
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massing of determined public sentiment to use it for better ends. In 
a word it makes difficult what the new primary device is intended to 
make easy, the honest record of the choice of unshackled voters. 

Governor Hughes created such a sentiment for the direct pri- 
mary in the state that the Democratic .\ssembly in the time of Gov- 
ernor Dix was compelled to pass a law bringing it about. . The 
direction of the political bosses was followed in the framing of a 
law that would seem to meet the requirements of the voters and 
would yet tie the state to the old-time party organization control. 
It is Governor Sulzer’s demand that the imitation popular primary 
give way to the real. The Legislature has passed the Blauvelt bill, 
which apparently continues the juggling with the principle to bring 
about the denial of its application. The Governor vetoes the bill, 
which he characterizes in stronger words than sham and fraud. and 
demands genuine action. Now comes the Senate’s defeat of the 
Sulzer bill and the Governor is provided with an issue before the 
people, where he may be trusted to carry it with ample vigor. 

Pertection in primary methods has vet to be reached. “The wide 
Variance in state laws reveals the lack of a common conclusion among 
genuinely interested men as to the process. The differences as i 
party enrolment, the separate or the open ballot. and other equally 
vital points show the need of instruction from experience. Unfor- 
tunately the largest state in the Union has not been a teacher of fair 
methods in politics. Its election ballot is a complete denial of the 
principle of secret and manly voting. While the politicians 
there are disputing as to the purposes of the Governor, and ques- 
tioning his motives, and treating the whole affair as a personal 
cncounter, the country may indulge the hope that Mr. Suizer, not 
cast down by lis present defeat, will vet break through the lines 
with his primary reform unharmed.

} Trolley Cars this connection in the past have been disputed ; 
: even now those who take the optimistic view 
: are asked to visit the tenement districts to 
see for themselves whether the coming of 
the trolley car has made any real difference. But those who refuse 
to admit a change for the better lose sight of one important. point. 
While the trolley car has been engaged in relieving the congested 
districts, the immigrant ship has been employed in filling the vacated 
tenements. Were it not for the trolley car, however, the condition 
of things in the tenement distrigts of large cities, now none too good, 
would have become intolerable. 

Nor is it true that the trolley car has not gained on the immi- 
cerant ship. There are marked improvements in the tenement situa- 
tion generally. To hold their own the tenement’ landlords have 
heen compelled to erect and to maintain better tenements. The law 
has contributed toward some of the most noticeable of the better- 
ments, but the greatest factor in the situation has been the rapid- 
and-long-ride-ior-a-nickel trolley car that has opened, for tens of 
thousands of tenement dwellers in the last few years, a-way out 
from the narrow streets to the open country. 

this vear there is eloquent evidence of the change in New 
York and in other cities. Time was when the tenement-dweller 
hadsiittle choice of landlords, little choice of quarters tor his famiiv. 
IXvery room in every tenement was taken. The landlord was unrea- 
sonable, tyrannical, pitiless. Taking Manhattan as an example at 
iis time of year—the time of year when tormerly there was a gen- 
eral moving of families in the tenements—and it 1s found that there 
are more vacant tenement apartments than ever betore. Says a 
court official whose business it is to execute ejectment notices: “It 
used to be a habit of property owners to raise rents along about 
May 1, but it isn’t any more. Then the demand was greater than 
the supply, but now it’s the other way around.” In New York the 
subways, the tunnels and the bridges have all contributed toward 
this beneheent result, but this is only another way of saying that 
clectric transportation is what has done it, and electric transporta- 
tion finally resolves itself down to the trolley car. The suburbs of 
évery city in the country, on the continent, practically in the world, 
are expanding under the influence of the trollev car. In the time 
to come electric transportation will apparently become even more 
eeneral and cheaper than it is today, and herein les the hope of a 
race that is in constant, if silent, revolt against the city pen.

The idea is that an incalculable amount of labor nox 
back-lot cultivation may be saved: that an immeasurable amount of 
energy inav be conserved. If the back-lotter 1s amenable to instruc- 
tion, he will learn from the visitor, it 1s alleged, how he may accom- 
plish more in an hour than he has been able, by following his own 
iuperfect methods, to accomplish in a week. 

This seems simple enough. It has on its face all the appear- 
ance Of a real philanthropy. It savors sweetly of benevolent patern- 
auism. If the average back-lotter were not what he is, but, rather, 
what he is too often represented to be, he would jump at the oppor- 
tunity of saving himself from unnecessary work. But here is where 
the theory of the back-lot reformer is all awry. The back-lotter 
does not wish to save himself from unnecessary work. It he did, he 
would not be a back-lotter. He does not wish to be taught how to 
spade, or plant, or sow or weed or anything. If he did he would 
not be a back-lotter. He goes into the cultivation of his back lot 
with tull knowledge of the fact that he knows nothing about gardens 
ing. It he knew anything about it he would not go into it. He 
does not want to be told anything about it. He wants to make ms 
nwvn discoveries. Tully 99 per cent of all the fun he derives from 
back-lotting comes from his tinding: out a lot of things about vege- 
cable growths he had never heard of before. It does not bother 
nimi that turnips come up where he planted lettuce. Quite the con- 
trary. He enjoys treaks of nature. He ts intensely interested in 
finding that as a result of his unique way of seeding for tomatoes 
he has produced a tine crop of beets. When he finds that he has 
weeded out the potato shoots and left the weeds, his delight in 
uinateur gardening imecfreases rather than diminishes.
